Investing in Railway Shares 

Of the 83,313 shareholders of the 
Pennsylvania road 49 per cent. are 
women. The increase in the number 
of shareholders of the railways in the 
United State, since 1904 has been 116 
per cent. This shows the widespread 
degree of interest that is taken by the 
people themselves in the railways of 
the country. It is also an argument 
for government generosity in dealinz 
with the rauways in which so many 
of the people have invested their sav- 
ings. ‘The Canadian Pacific has some- 
thirg like 65.000 shareholders scatter 
ed over the world. The management 
has never c:red to give the number 
in each country, but it is known that 
in Germany. Belgium and France the 
majority of the shareholders reside. 
Hundreds of thri*ty French peasants 
have invested their savings in the 
Canadian Pacific—the peasants who 
paid the Gevman War indemnity in 
1870, and who say their prayers, in 
spite of the scoffers and the abroga 
tion of the Concordai. It is the same 
u the other countries mentioned—it 
is the humb!e but thrifty classes who 
are found nvesting their money in 
this high-class sceurity, in which, cur- 
iously enough, there are comparative- 
ly few .arge holdevs. It is pathetic

and so forth These are made for the 
most part by humble people, who have 
little acquaintance with business, but

The Highest Tunnel 

Ever s.nce the aiscovery of South 
America the great Andean chain of 
mountains, wh'th runs from end to 
end of the continent, has formed a 
formidable barrier to intercourse be- 
tween the nations inhabiting it. + In- 
deed, it has actually been. simpler for 
people living in'the Argentine ‘to 
make long sea voye.ges inorder to 
reach their ne'zghbors in Chile rather 
than attempt to cross the natural 
frontier dividing them. But the proud 
Andes have now been subdued by <he 
burrowing thrcugh of a tunnel, the 
loftiest (of any considerable length) 
in the world. This is to be found on 
the Transandine Railway, which ruos 
from Buenos Ayres on the Atlantic to 
Valparaiso on the Pacific, a distance 
of 8888 miles. In ascénding the Andes 
the track follows more or léss closeiy 
the old Andean\trail till it reaches 
the foot of the Cumbre ‘Pass. Here, 
at an altitide of 10,500 feet above the 
eea level, ‘he summit of the mighty 
range of mountains is pierced by a 
tunnel just over two miles in lengti:. 

It Was at once a difficult and ardu- 
cus feat, necossitating the toil of an 
atmy of brave men for several yeurs 
in a‘regior. uf eternal snow and fright- 
ful blizzar’s. Indeed, this tunnel in 
the Andes lies 1,500 feet higher than 
the highest carriage road in. Europe 
—that over the Stlevio Pass—and 
more than 3,500 feet higher than the 
Mount Cenis, St. Guthard and Simplon 
Passes. With the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal the commercial importance 
of this tunnel can hardly be exag- 
gerated. 


Nova Scotia’s Untilled Acres 
Food for thougkt is contained in ihe 
figures given by the census and statis- 
tics branch of the department of 
trade and commerce. According ‘+o 
this authority, in Nova Scotia, even 
with three hundred years’ settlement, 
out of an available area for cuitiya- 
tion of 8,000,000 acres, not a 
million are actua‘ly under cultivation. 
Leading merchants in the Maritiine 
Provinces feel that with the possibili- 
ties possessed by such a widespread 
territory, the yreat problems to be 
met are those of adequate transporta- 
tion and markets. It is pointed out, 
Says a Halifax message, that the 
United States, with its already enor- 
mous and -apidly increasing popula- 
tion, must ultimutely become _ the 
jargest purchaser of Canadian pro- 
ducts. The tact is not lost sight of, 
however, of the opportunities offered 
by the now fast developing South 
American Republics, which are aso 
bound to become patrons of Canadian 
food products.
